to the persuasion of women who knew 
Jwhat was right and artistic, and left off 
ithe papier nwche effect, then we- leaped 
'•a*"«s4 r/-.- bo"r:<'« and rained a. supremacy 
ilir tailored workmartship that even France 
incknowledped to b« the best in tho world. 


Paris, taking up the kind of work ehe 


IJiated, wrested the- supremacy for de- 
sign out of our hands and turned our j 
,numnlsh reproductions to naught by In- 
venting the kind of street suit that the 
iparlsienne would wear. Clever for them 
'but disastrous to us. For mors than a 
decade our tailors, especially the whole- 
sale cnes, liave gone to Paris more, than 
once a year to get tho ideas for a new 
•eaaor.'a style In American coat suiot. 
and the output of the country has been 
modeled, even If modified, by the sug- 
gestions given out In France. 


"Whether our designers for coats and 


-.ekirts can be really Independent of Paris 
remain* to be seen. There Is every rea- 
son to suppose that they will make an 
effort In certain directions, but the pros- 
pect'of that effort's becoming vital de- 
•creasea each day as certain French houses 
continue to send over their own brand 
of tatter suits. If there Is one place where 
we should strengthen the line of Ameri- 
can production in clothes, to my mind It 
Is right here in the> making of outdoor 
coats and sltfrts, for whfch our workers 
«re 'fitted.. 


In thi» field we have tremendous op- 


portunity. "We are Immeasurably better 
In this line than any other nation. In the 
cutting, flttlns and assembling of cloths 
that make a mannish coat suit, we lead. 
In the sewing together of all garments 
•we have no equal. No wonder the French 
sewing women are so poorly paid. Is our 
continuous comment whenever we see 
French clothes fall to pieces after three 


- weeks, which Is an unfailing trick of 


theirs.

FOOD \VKLI, EAnXED. 


"So when a man has chopped wood 


that meal is a matter of charity, it 
is fairly and squarely earned. 
But 


one thing we must remember. Under 
the present labor conditions in Cali- 
fornia there is not work for all men. 
The position of the unskilled migra- 
tory i.= most difficult. 
For him. in the 


off seasons, that is. during the winter 
months, the problem of employment 
is almost impossible of solution. Dur- 
ing the spring there is the haying and 
fruit-picking, and for the summer and 
autumn, farming and work in the 
vineyards—but for the winter, nothing 
at all. So they drift to the cities. 


"And 
what we try to do. Is to give 


the men who are out of work the 
chance of working. The statement we 
so often hear, that all men who want 
to work, can do so. is a vicious and 
harmful fallacy. As a matter of fact, 
work, except for a short time, and 
under the best industrial conditions, 
work is always far ahead of the de- 
mand, and for the unskilled laborer. 
or the man. maimed, deaf, or other- 
wise disabled, the problem is terrible. 


""In regard to the question, as to 


whether or not men want work, rather 
than charity, I can speak only from 
persona! experience. 
Roughly esti- 


mating, about 2 5 09 different men pass 
through hero during the year. Alto- 
gether we have handled £ripro^irnrite!v 
7000 men since we began. 
Out of 


that number, and in three years time. 
I have yet to see art able-bodied man 
refuse work. 


OCCASIONAL, CASES. 


"In a number of cases I have re- 


f'ised to send men on a short job, be- 
cause they would spoil ?5 worth of 
clothes and shoes for every dollar in 
wages they could earn. I know there 
are men who will not work when of- 
fered the chance, but they are of two 
kinds, the unemployables, crippled, 
sick. old. drink-sodden and 
drusr 


ridden—and the 
professional beg- 


gars, hut they do not come here. 
I 


am referring merely to the men who 
come here in search of emergrencv 
help." 


"I presume you are overrun with 
I. 
"VV. YV.'s?" 
"Well, as a matter of fact I have ' 


had two of that body here that I 
know of. and both of them were 
work-ins: outside and mereiv paying 
for their beds. Perhaps they do" not

can birth and do not accept even the 
semblance of charity.

It gives 
those I 


a chance of working who otherwise | 
would be starving or begging on the 
streets. 
At any hour a. man. dirty | 


and tried, may go there, sterilize and 
mend his clothes, cobble his shoes, 
and get a hot bath, while ior those 
who need a night's lodging there is 
always some sort of work. 


The woodyard at present is in an 


old ramshackle building, wedged in

Thousands a year are spent 
on 


the betterment of our prisons, many 
other thousands go to the convicting 
and sending up of criminals. 
Then 


why not spend just a little of this 
money in an Intelligent 
effort 
to 


prevent crime? For after all is said 
and done, criminals are made, not 
born. 
Circumstances, 
not 
natural 


depravity, are to blame. 


And a good employment bureau, to

Enlightened "Roman Province. 


Out of a long dynastic succession, stretch- 


ing across the lapse of thirty-three centu- 
ries, Egypt became a Roman, province, and 
from the days of Csesar Augustus witil tha 
birth of Mohammedanism, tras one of the 
most enlightened and influential parts -of the 
world. 
Christianity -was introduced at an 


early date and Alexandria — buiit by and 
named for the worid conqueror — which bad 
be'en the center of Greek culture, as well 
as the most important commercial port in the 
•world, became the headquarters of Chris- 
tian learning and authority. 
Long before 


the religion of the Xazsrene had made any 
stir in Borne, Alexandria and Egypt -were 
Christianized. 


V ith the birth and development of Islam, 


commencing with the Ilegira in A. D. 622, 
Egypt became, with Syria and Arabia, the 
domain of the prophet Tne caliph, and Inter 
the sultans became the rulers of the Moslem 
•world, and by the inroads nf Arabs and Bcd- 
«iwi, as - Tvell as by the conversion of many 
Copts, Egypt became politically n Moham- 
medan state. In the sbrfeenth century the 
Ottoman empire reached its greatest power 
and Egypt Tra« included in its conquests 
»nd became a Turkish province, n relation 
trhich financially and religiously it lias never 
leased to occupy, and .the khalif. or as ha 
Is now called, the sultan, is the spiritual and 
temporal head of nil the faithfnl of El-Islam.

Blignieres. and that of finance, a confused 
and tangled mess, to Bivers Wilson, aa Eng- 
lish expert. The remainder of the ministry 
were Egyptians._, ^_c. 


This railed partition "of authority was, of 


course, unworkable, and in a, short time was 
discontinued. 
The patience of the creditor 


nations -was now. however, at an end. 
Ger- 


many took the lead in a protest to the sultan, 
demanding the removal of Ismail, and ia 
1S79 he was deposed and went to Constan- 
tinople, where, after a life of luxuriant idle- 
ness, he died in 1S95. 


In Egypt today Ismail and his reign are 


looked upon alike as a national blessing and 
a financial tragedy. Cairo is full of toe mon- 
uments of his extravagance, and yet much of 
its attractiveness is due to his luxuriant ideas 
and tastes. Ismail palaces abound on every 
side. The modern .section of the city, known 
as the Ismailiyeh. extends fronCthe beauti- 
ful Ezb'ekiyeh garden to the"XIle. and the 
the great canal is also known-by his name.

over the alternate route which goes by 
Bidwell's Bar, at present a deserted pile 
of ruins, but once the county seat of the 
combined counties of Butte, Plumas and 
Lessen, and a roaring mining camp of 
several thousand people. From Bidwell's 
Bar the road leads through the wooded 
grades to Berry creek, on to Buck'a 
ranch; and thence to Quincy. 


After staying all night in Quincy. one 


of the prettiest and quaintest towns to 
the state, the party left the next morn- 
Ing for Eeno, via the Beckwith Pass. The 
road from Quincy to-JBeckwith is through 
the forest reserve of the wooded Sierra 
Nevada mountains, and i/resents an end- 
less series of beautiful scenes to reward 
the traveler fjor his labors. 


A stop was made for lunch at tfce town 


of Beckwlth, after which the road lead- 
Ing to the pass was taken. Warned that 
the pass was of such gradual ascect and 
low altitude that it was hardly noticeable 
to people going over, the party of motor- 
ists were on the lookout,to note the mo- 
ment they went over the summit, but. In 
spite of this fact, the Hupmobilists drove 
clear through the Beckwith Pass without 
knowing It, and it was not until they 
were cescenfiir.g on the other side that 
they realized they had passed through. 


From here on the road to Reno Is 


through the. sagebrush country of north- 
western Nevada, ar.d is one of the ob- 
jectionable features of this route as 
against the other Sierra passes. Arriv- 
ing In Reno, the party stayed that night 
In the lively Nevada metropolis, the next 
morning taking the 
Lincoln highway 


back to Oakland, via Auburn and Sacra- 
mento.

HALTS_BOOK AGENT 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 
1C- — The 


ghost of tho festive book agent stalk- 
ed tbrough the deliberations of the 
etate board of education In regard to 
a proposition which, tn effect, lifts 
the. lid on the expenditures for sup- 
plementary books. 


An effort Is being made elsewhere 
to have the present law amended to 
have books Included In the list of 
supplies of doormats, chalk, scratch 
paper, etc., which the schools ana nl- 
d ;r> btrr •without restriction. 


Tha state board went on record to 
no mild way against any such amend- 
ment. 
The issue was Involved with a con- 


sideration of the problem of Inade- 
quate library funds In cities, the pres- 
ent law giving cities only hundreds, 
•where they should have thousands, for 
Investment In libraries of supplement- 
el text books, but the state board 
solves this difficulty by a bill provid- 
ing a segregation to the library funds 
of all school districts of a sum not to 
exceed SO cents a pupil per annum. 


The present law Is entirely Inad- 
equate and the need of supplementary 
books in cities la especially acute. 
Children under a ruling of the at- 
.torney-general on the free text book 
law, can not be obliged to purchase 
school books of any description, and, 
without funds, city schools have been 
handicapped. 
The board's bill ad justs , all . these 
matters and has the support of a 
large majority of school authorities-

IRRIGATION METHODS 


PORTER-VTLLE, Jan. 16.—Califor- 


nia irrigation methods are soon to be 
tried out in Tasmania. "vT. H. S.hoo- 
bridge, one of Australia's most noted 
irrigation experts, is now In Porter- 
ville, making an extended study of the 
irrigation system about this region, 
and is with this preparing an elab- 
orate report for the Australian gov- 
ernment to use in connection • with 
proposed work at Bushy Park, Tas- 
mania. 


TVhile in America he also represent-

Chase Based on Diary Found 


in Hollywood Unearths Un- 


canny Likeness. 


LOS AXGELES, Jan. 16. — The 


chase for Dorothy Arnold, missing 
Xew Tork girl, thought ended when 
"Dorothy-* was traced to Hollywood, 
Isn't ended at all. They only found 
her double—Mrs. Jeanetto Browning 
—who, although line for line the ex- 
act double of the missing girl, has 
proved that she was once Jean Dev- 
ereaux, and -was married about a year 
ago. She is a music teacher and was 
educated In Germany. 


A chase that has followed .Mrs- 


Browning all over the State ended In 
the discovery at Hollywood that the 
last supposed clew to Dorothy Ar- 
nold's whereabouts, like all the rest, 
was a false one. 
Before returning _ to her home In 
Hollywood, Mrs. Browning told the 
officers that she considered her re- 
semblance to Miss Arnold as almost 
uncanny. In addition to this she ad- 
mitted that her handwriting was 
Identical to Miss Arnold's and that 
her experience and education were 
similar to the experience and educa- 
tion which the New Tork heiress had 
before she disappeared. 


MCfDDTG OF DIARY. 


Mrs. Alethea Gilbert, city mother, 
gained the first information which led 
to the belief that Mrs. Browning was 
Miss Arnold. 
The circumstances which impressed 
Mrs, Gilbert date back to the recent 
finding of a diary in Hollywood. This 
book told of travels taken by Dorothy 
Arnold and detailed many incidents 
involved In the singular disappearance 
of the beautiful young heiress. When 
thi& note book was found the hand- 
writing was photographed by the Ex- 
aminer and sent to New York, where 
Miss Arnold's parents still reside. 
By telegraph It was learned yester- 
day morning that the writing was not 
recognized by the missing girl's rela- 
tives. In- the meantime; however. 
Mrs. Gilbert obtained information 
concerning Mrs. Browning. She was 
told first that the music teacher bore 
a striking resemblance to the miss- 
ing heiress and that she acted In a 
mysterious manner, refusing to leave 
her room in the daytime and talking 
but little with Her acquaintances. 


HANDWRTECfG COMPARED. 
In addition Mrs. Gilbert obtained 
samples of Mrs. Browning's hana- 
writlng'. These were compared with 
the writing in the note-book and Mrs. 
Gilbert perceived many similarities. 
Further study of the writing devel- 
oped even more striking similarities 
and -finally .Mrs. Gilbert became al- 
most convinced that sne had at last 
located the missing New Tork grlrl. 


Accompanied by Detectives Rob- 
erda and Sergeant O'Brien, lira. Gil- 
bert drove to Mrs. Browning's home 
yesterday afternoon. Mrs. Browning 
was confronted with 
photographs 
and addresses as Miss Arnold. The 
music teacher was so shocked she 
could make no statement for a. mo- 
ment, but finally when she did reply 
she said: "Why, you are mistaken. 
I am not Miss Arnold.**

Bring In 


Unusual Revenue 


AN FRANCISCO, Jan. 16.— 
I was given some rather sur- 
prising figures the other day 
by a member of a big grocery 
firm in this city concerning 
the price asked by the world's 
fair management for space on 
"The Zone." The firm in 
question asked for twenty- 
five front feet on which to 
put up a building. This was 
not a profit-taking proposi- 


tion and the firm wanted the location to advertise 
then? wares by making an attractive display where 
they could serve tea and cakes and make the house 
an attractive lounging place and rest center for 
women visitors. 


The board asked $250 per front foot and 25 per 


cent of the gross receipts. As the cost of the build- 
ing would be some $4000 the price was considered 
prohibitive and the project was dropped. Doubtless 
the managers are able to get these prices from con- 
cessionaries who have attractions from which they 
expect to make money. In fact the "Zone" locations 
are valuable business property and will draw most of 
the crowds. 


"Take the agricultural building, for instance," ex- 


plained my friend, the grocer, "or the food show. A 
man walks through it once and then he is done. He 
sees a pile of prunes here and a pyramid of dried 
peaches there. All these shows are the same. They 
do not interest and they are useless for advertising 
purposes.'' 
Uncle Sam's Islands 


Are the Farallones in California? Do the islands 


off shore on this coast constitute a part of the state 
or are they subject only to the territorial jurisdic- 
tion of the United States ? These points are raised 
in a brief filed by Railroad Commissioner Max 
Thelen in his capacity as attorney for the board in 
a suit wherein is attacked the power of the commis- 
sion to regulate rates of transportation from the 
mainland to Santa Catalina Island. The company 
whose rates were regulated attacked the powers of 
the commission in this regard on the ground that 
Catalina Island, like all the other off-shore islands 
on the coast, is outside the three-mile limit and 
therefore the jurisdiction of the state commission 
does not apply. 


The suit has now reached the Supreme Court of 


the United States and Commissioner Thelen en- 
deavors to r^uce to absurdity the argument of the 
transportation company by pointing out that if it is 
valid all these islands are no part of California and 
must therefore belong to the United States and be 
governed as a territory for which the President 
would have to appoint a governor. For the present 
our neighboring islands appear to be no man's lanct 


This is altogether a very remarkable lawsuit that 


involves much larger and more important issues 
than the cost of carrying freight to the California 
islands. It is remarkable further because of the con- 
tention on which the plaintiff, the Wilmington 
Transportation Company, bases its petition for an 
injunction forbidding the railroad 
commission to 


regulate its freight rates. This contention is that 
the vessels of the plaintiff plying between the har- 
bors of San Pedro on the mainland and Avalon on 
Catalina Island are engaged in "commerce with 
foreign nations." The point is urged notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the island and the port of San 
Pedro are both located in Los Angeles County. 


In attacking the case made for the 
plaintiffs, 


Commissioner Thelen finds it necessary to impugn 
the logic of a very curious decision made some years 
ago by Chief Justice Waite of the United States 
Supreme Court in an action seeking to recover dam- 
ages for loss of the cargo of the steamship Ventura 
when the vessel sank at sea on a voyage between 
San Francisco and San Diego/ In that suit Judge 
Waite held that because the Ventura in the course 
of her voyage had passed outside the three mile 
limit "she was navigating among the vessels of other 
nations" and "in every just sense therefore she was 
while on the ocean engaged in commerce with 
foreign nations-*' 


This of course is an obvious noh sequitur and the 


court is politely asked by Commissioner Thelen to 
reverse itself. The importance of this action will be 
understood from the fact that if the conte'ntion of 
the Wilmington company is upheld it takes away 
from the railroad commission the^ right to regulate 
rates for any part of the very considerable sea com- 
merce plying between California coast points. Fur- 
thermore a ruling to that effect would give us to 
know that in the opinion of a most august tribunal 
the steamships Yale and Harvard, for instance, ply- 
ing between San Francisco and Los Angeles, are en- 
gaged in "commerce with foreign nations" because 
in the course of their route they sometimes sail more 
than three miles away from the California mainland 
coast. 


This is an ancient controversy that had its first 


start as far back as 1883 when the first railroad 
commission of the state undertook to regulate rates 
for the Wilmington Transportation Company, which 
at that time was only another name for the late 
General Phineas Banning, who got out an injunction 
restraining the commission. Under the shadow of 
that order the commission slumbered for thirty- 
years until new -proceedings were instituted by 
Avalon merchants. 
General Corporate Depression 


There is a feeling throughout the community, i.nd 


many sav it has reached the higher-ups of the pres- 
ent state administration, that the legislature had 


better leave radical financial legislation alone until 
the acts of two years ago have proven their useful- 
ness or otherwise. 


The reason for this is the marked depression 


throughout the state of practically all public utili- 
ties. Many of these are not paying dividends. Their 
stock is distributed among the people generally, and 
this pinches many. 


iloi'e public service corporations have collapsed in 


California in the last two years than in the previous 
ten. The securities of these are held by banks and 
money lenders to some extent, but to a very large 
extent by the public. 


These are not collateral any more,' and many peo- 


ple who were pretty free with money and were 
ready to back new enterprises are financially 
crippled. 
' 


Something else has hacpened. The last report of 


the state banks shows that deposits have fallen off 
since the previous statement. 


This is the first time that such has occurred in 


Californiavin more than twenty years. It is not a 
good showing. 


The war cannot be used as explanation, because 


most of the things that California grows have not 
suffered from the great European tragedy. Almost 
all land products have risen in price. 


Whether it is what has been done or what people 


are afraid will be dor>e, no new money is coming into 
California for investment except where previous in- 
vestment had been made and new money is required 
to save the old. 


Even the radical politicians, who live by agitating 


against capital, are becoming convinced that the 
punishment of the last four years and the effort to 
put every dollar, not part of a politician's salary, in- 
to the criminal code, had better rest awhile until 
the general recovery. 
A Group of Brilliant Lawyers 


Harry T. Creswell, who died last" week, was the 


last of that distinguished galaxy of lawyers that 
came to San Francisco from the South after the 
Civil War. He represented a school of manners and 
formal courtesy now almost extinct. Nowhere in 
the notices of his death have I seen record of the 
fact that he. more than any other man, had charge 
of the construction of the S7,000,000 city hall that 
was burned down in the big fire. It seems time now 
to say a word about that building. While it was in. 
process of construction there was all sorts of loose 
talk of graft and dishonest workmanship, and I do 
not doubt that there was waste of money to some 
considerable extent, as is the case with most public 
work, but that there was dishonest construction I 
am prepared to deny, notwithstanding the flood of 
political talk to that effect. The building, in fact, 
stood the supreme test of the earthquake admirably 
with one exception. That exception was not the 
fault of the builder, but of the architect. 


It may be remembered that around the central 


dome stood a heavy row of sham pillars. They were 
shams in the sense that they supported nothing. 
They were tied to the building by stringers and car- 
rying no weight they had nothing to anchor them. 
Now when the swing of the earthquake took them 
they toppled over and pulled a part of the dome 
after them. This result was the fault of an unsc?- 
entific architectural plan. I passed by the hall on 
the day of the earthquake and before the fire came 
that way and the whole building stood without in- 
jury except as noted. 


Harry Creswell was for many years city hall com- 


missioner and in that capacity was responsible for 
most of the work which he watched with the utmost 
care. 


CreswelTs uncle was Colonel Harry I. Thornton, 


another lawyer of that brilliant Southern group. He 
was a master of elegant but somewhat ponderous 
sarcasm. Tom Fitch, whom we used to know as 
"the silver-tongued orator," tells a story of an en- 
counter at the bar between Thornton and Ben Ran- 
kin which may serve to illustrate the two schools of 
manners: "My opponent," said Thornton, "over- 
looks what is near to attack that which is afar off. 
He does not criticise his own brains which I fear 
really need some criticism, but he sharply criticises 
my mental endowments which seem so ooor to him 
in comparison with his own. He says bluntly that 
my brains need improvement. I sit at his august 
feet to receive instructions. His high mightiness 
was a doctor learned in medicine before he became 
a counselor unlearned in the law. How, I humbly 
ask him, can I improve my poor brains?" 


"You might try being trepanned, have them taken

John Garber and James L. Crittenden were others 


of the same Southern group. Cnttenden was coun- 
sel for Emma Ashley in her famous breach of prom- 
ise suit against the late E. J. (Lucky) Baldwin. 
Baldwin's luck held. I was in Jnd^e Slack's court 
on the morning when the plaintiff's sister clipped 
Baldwin's scalp lock with a pjpiol bullet. A hair's 
breadth lower down would have made an end of the 
lucky streak. 
A sympathetic jury dismissed the 


lady pistolier without a stain on her character. 


Crittenden was a warm political partL=an. One 


night many years ago he hired a hall in Oakland at 
his own expense and delivered a speech to a small 
audience for the single purpose of opposing Judge 
W. E. Greene's re-election to the Superior 'Court 
bench. For concentrated bitterness I never heard 
anything like that speech, but Judge Greene was 
easily re-elected. 
Colonel Biddle's New Job 


Colonel John Biddle of the engineer corps, U. S. 


A., has been detailed by the War Department to ac- 
company the Austrian army as military observer 
and attache. Colonel Biddle is well known in Sar. 


Francisco and Oakland and spent several years here 
in charge of the river and harbor work of' the gov- 
ernment. He is a member of the Pacific Union and 
other clubs here, ilore recently he has been a mem- 
ber of the board of strategy of the army staff col- 
lege. 
A Law of Many Surprises 


The employers' liability law i» full of t>urpur»ea. 


The latest phase of its infinite variety arises from 
the discovery that a whole neighborhood may be- 
come liable for damages in case a private watchman 
employed for local protection should meet with ac- 
cidental or incidental injuries in the course of his 
employment. Presumably only those who contribute 
to the watchman's wage fund are held liable. Their 
contributions make them members of an informal 
association. 


No matter how loose the bond of union that holds 


an organization in being the liability applies, and 
church members, for instance, are liable to find 
themselves assessed in damages should the dominie 
fall downstairs on leaving the pulpit or should the 
sexton or any member of the choir meet with some 
accidental injury in church. 


On the other hand, a policeman injured in course 


of duty cannot recover damages from the city in 
case the charter provides for an insurance or j»n- 
sion fund, as is the case in most of the large munici- 
palities. 


Again the employer is held liable for damages in 


case his employe is injured on his premises even 
after working hours. In a recent case decided by 
the commission the employe, a painter, was return- 
ing home in his employer's wagon after working 
hours and while on the wagon was thrown and in- 
jured. 
A PacK of Petty Grafters 


A big contractor described to me the way in 


which the city building, ordinance is made the in- 
strument of graft and blackmail. That law pro- 
vides for a staff of inspectors to make certain that 
the sanitary, safety • and other regulations of the 
law are complied with by the builders. These in- 
. specters are mostly out for the stuff. The con- 
tractor is at their mercy, for their official say-so of 
condemnation goes. He told me of a passage of 
arms he had with a board of health inspector who 
objected that he didn't like the way a fire escape 
was built. 


"None of your business, Mr. Inspector," came 


back the contractor. "You're the board of health, 
and are only concerned about the sanitary arrange- 
ments." 


Seeing he was in wrong on that proposition the 


inspector quit on that line, but got even by putting 
the plumbing contractor to a needless expense of 
$90. 


"They are^small grafters, these fellows," con- 


cluded my friend, "but I find it is cheaper in the 
end to pay them as they come along. But it is bad " 
for the building trade in this city." 


The vice of the situation lies in the fact that these 


officials are practically a law unto themselves. That 
fs to say, they can construe the law to suit them- 
selves and it is cheaper in the end to pay them than 
to fight the case. 
Bleeding Business White 


Thus the prevaling craze for regulation by official 


whim promises to bleed business white. Recently 
the law department of the city discovered that 
every stable-keeper in San Francisco must get out a 
permit as condition precedent of the right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. Now it ap- 
pears that in order to get such a permit the stable- 
keeper must comply with a raft of onerous require- 
ments formulated by the board of health. As there 
are some 3000 stable-keepers in this city it is easy 
to realize what a fertile field for graft is thrown 
open. Confronted with an embattled bureaucracy 
greedy for spoils, a local stableman said the other 
day: 


"If I want to keep a horse I must go to live in 


Oakland."

A FlocK of Sergeants 


San Francisco has the highest paid police force m 


the world and at the same time its record in the 
scale of efficiency is notoriously low. This is true 
because the good things of tne d?partraent are dis- 
tributed with a view to politics and personal favori- 
tism rather than good police work. It is still true 
what Captain Mooney said last year that positions on 
the detective force are assigned oy reason cf "out- 
side influences'' rather than personal fitness. 


The taxpayer would not grumble at the high pay 


if he got results in the shape of competent police 
service, but it is piling on the agony to be confronted 
ivith another salary grab like that now propo?ec by 
•way of amendment to the charter. We are asked 
for instance to vote the abolition of the rank of cor- 
poral and by that act promote ?1! the precer.t cor 
porals to the rank of sergeant 
Why that «h<viM h*» 


done nobody pretends to know and in fact there is 
no reason arising from the good of the service. It 
simply means more money for the same rather in- 
different service. There is no aching void that reed 
be a?«uaged by the creation of more sergeant- Why 
should the town be infested with a flock of orna- 
mental sergeants at $1800 a year? The chief !s 
authorized by the proposed amendment to appoint 
one sergeant for every seven policemen. The theory 
ife that it takes one sergeant to boss six patrolmen. 
On top of this it is proposed to increase the detec- 
tive force, which means still more sergeants, be- 
cause every detective hold> that rank with corre-

spending pay. A San Francisco detective is simply 
a promoted "harness bull" and they all seem to think 
with their feet, which are large and loud. 


The truth is that the police department and the 


fire department are honeycombed with politics -with 
the inevitable consequence in both instances that 
discipline is destroyed. The officials who control 
these departments are busy with politics all the time 
with only incidental roga.rJ for the efficiency of 
tfce 


services. It results naturally that the men in the 
ranks of both departments find themselves com- 
pelled to create internal organizations of the rank 
and file with purpose to fight the devil with fire. 
This is the meaning and explanation of the "Crowley 
Club," organized by the patrolmen, and of the "Scan- 
nell Club" in the fire department These organiza- 
tions are designed for self-protection against the 
political tactics of their superior officers. Obviously 
the existence of such organizations within semi- 
military bodies is destructive of discipline. 
Some Inside Politics 


The recent upheaval in the fire department serves 


as a useful and pregnant example of the way in 
which the service is used for the ends and promo- 
tion of politics. In the early days of the Rolph ad- 
ministration the mayor appointed Hammer and 
Brandenstein on the fire board, but neither of these 
men is a politician and they both refused to take jaro- 
jarram from the -administration. Very soon a clash 
arose on the position taken by Hammer that physical 
tests should be applied in the civil service examin^-. 
tions for promotion in the fire department. The plain 
man might suppose that a good physique was an 
important qualification for membership in the fire 
department no matter of what rank, but Rolph. held • 
otherwise and Hammer was forced out. Then 
Brandenstein resigned in disgust. Rolph filled up 
the board with a couple of ward politicians whom he 
thought he could rely on to take program. This, 
they were ready enough to do, but it was another • 
program; not Rolph's. 


The fact is that this indecent squabble over fire 


department spoils is only one more phase of the 
standing feud between Frank Daroux, the gambler, 
and Jimmy Coffroth^the prize fight promoter. . 
Daroux is allied with Eddie Graney, who used to be • 
prominent in the prize fight game, and Supervisor 
Billy McCarthy backs Coffroth. This perpetual, 
feud has bedeviled the, tenderloin politics of the 
town for many campaigns. Ccffroth wanted'to oust 
Chief Murphy and secure the appointment of; 
Shaughnessy and the board took his program with- 
out winking. That did not suit Rolph, who promptly 
fired the whole board and acquired a lawsuit for 
the city. 
* 


An Official See Saw 


The antic humor of the local federal officials en- 


gaged in the unaccustomed task of construing .and 
unwinding the intricacies and confusions of inter- 
national law continues to amuse. Their neutrality 
assumes the aspect of a fuddled and irresponsible 
see saw. One day they hold up a cargo of provisions 
and tooth brushes and such on suspicion and the 
next day they release the same on orders from 
Washington. Next they get alarmed over a report 
that the Union Iron Works has taken a contract to 
build submarines or parts of submarines for a 
belligerent power and they issue a solemn warning 
against any such violation of their neutral status. 
In the meantime agents of the French government 
are engaged in buying horses by wholfesale in the 
San Joaquin Valley for use in the cavalry. Horses 
for military are of course contraband of war, but 
nothing is said about these 'operations. At Stock- 
ton the other day the French agents were paying 
from S70 to $140 a head. They bought 220 head In 
Stockton and they were going to Lassen county, 
where it is said a herd of 800 head has been as- 
sembled for their examination. The horses pur- 
chased will be assembled on the Miller & Lux ranch 
at Los Banos and from there will be shipped to New 
York. 


We need not be too critical of the" officials. They 


are engaged in construing a law that does not exist 
except in so far as might makes right. 
A Mysterious Investment 


There is some mystery about the high pressure 


fire protection system which the city has installed 
at a cost of upwards of $5,000,000. The fire depart- 
ment does not appear to want to use the system, al- 
though it is capable of throwing a heavier, stronger 
and higher stream than any fire engine. The other 
day a big brewery was destroyed by fire at the Mis- 
sion and the chief who was in charge neglected to 
u?e the high pressure mains, notwithstanding the 
recuest of citizens on the spot. No explanation is 
offered for this neglect and other instances cf the 
same are quoted. If the municipal $5,000,000 is a 
dead investment the people should know the facts, 
The Way of the Swindler 


The way of the swindler follows the line of least 


resistance. He gets hold of the prevailing craze and 
converts it into terms of stock certificates. His 
latest flotation takes the endearing young ch?nn «f 
a film manufacturing concern to provide food for the 
movies. He seeks out the chamber of commerce of 
some interior town and expatiates fay and large on 
the immense commercial, industrial and economic 
benefits that must fpflgw the installation of such a 
"plant" in their "fair city"—millions in it besides 
fame. Some of these slick operators the other day 
got hold of an easy bunch of Stockton merchants 
and real estate owners and sold them a pocketful of 
stock in a film company whose works were to be 
located in that neighborhood. They left overnight 
and it is said forgot to pay their hotel bill.

"SHELLMOUND EXHIBIT 


SAX FEAXCISCO. Jan. IS.—A new- 
permanent exhibit showing the earli- 
est remains of the prehistoric inhabi- 
tants of San Francisco will be opened 
today at the Tlnfvershy of California 
museum of anthropology at the Affili- 
ated Colleges.

"The Russians, meanwhile, had bom- 


barded Treblzond and hid laid mines to 
the gi eat annoyance of Constantinopolitan 
officialdom. The Russian fleet which had 
done all this was to be caught, and the 
Hidilll, in common with another, was 
ordered to proceed upon this mission. 


"We had Just had our noon meal when 


the drum beat the command- 'Clear for 
action.' Well, our seamen .ire lively boys, 
and know that a moment's delay may 
bring us all S. very, very cold trip ro 
the bottom of tlie sea. We were at our 
stations In less time than ft takes to tell. 


"From the circumnamblent mist ap- 


peared suddenly a cloud of smoke, then 
a ship—the enemy. I counted two, three, 
four, five, dx, seven, all of them big 
fellows, and then to make things doubly 
Interesting, five smaller tubs formed the 
tall end of the procession. I will always 
remember the picture of those twelve 
ships coming out of the fog. 
Twelve 
Russians to two Turks! 


"However, the business began. Owing 


to the bad weather we got to within a 
scant five miles of the Russians. And 
they were thoroughly angry witn us. First 
we drew a few of theur 30 5 centimeter 
shells, then came seme 20ers' and finally 
they threw In their loers'. Tne water 
about us Jumped and churned, rose in 
columns and left deep holes. We didn't 
know which way to turn. To port and 
starboard, fore and aft, below us and 
over us nothing but shot and shell. 


"But alter a few minutes we got things 


running smoothly and then managed to 
get away without being hit even once." 


DYNAMITING TRENCHES. 


Harrowing and exciting details of min- 


ing- and blowing up trenches are told by 
a German officer In n letter to a local 
newspaper, describing la particular the 
capture of e. strong position held by the 
French In the Argonne forest. Many of 
the French soldiers were killed and the 
others were captured. The crown prince 
sent blankets and wiae to the men who 
accomplished this feat. The letter fol- 
lows: 


"By rha first of December our company 


f-a<J been under fire for the fifth time, 
and the distance between our trench and 
that of the French had decreased from 
520 feet to from nine to fifteen feet. But 
the company on our left was separated 
from the French by a vale, on the far 
side of which the enemy had laid out 
three lines of trenches. 


"We had come to consider the position 
as Impregnable. But progress had to be 
madeJ somehow. 
Our pioneer detach- 


ment, therefore, decided to mine the 
French trenches near the position of our 
company, which, as already stated, were 
only from nine to fifteen feet away. 


"Some of us feated that tha French 


would be doing the same thing and would 
try to blow us up first. Our men worked 
hard ,or this reason, and on December 1 
tne mine was ready. 
At 10.30 m the 


monunsr our first trerch was cleared of 
men. and at 10-« all of our trenches were 
empty. It was exactly lias ^hm tne 
pioneer lieutenant placed his thumb on 
tie electric button. Then followed a de- 
tonation loud enough to herald the end 
of the world.

and we separated. I did not see him or 
hear of him for over two years. Then 
I met bis sister one day and she told me 
that I was free to marry again as Alfred 
was dead. 


"After that I met Maurer &nd -we 


were married last year. Maurer is a 
good man. He is a painter and paper- 
hanger, and earns 524 a week 
He 


brought home his wages regularly and 
we never had a cross word. I %ua very 
happy with him. 


HE WARNED HER.

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California's Metal Production. 


California's mining industry gets some very good advertising 


at the hands of the expert of the United States Geological survey, 
who hy just made a comparison of the figures between 1913 and 
1914. 
Generally speaking there was an increased outp\it of gold, 


silver, lead gnj -prf is 1914 as compared with 1913 and a decrease 
in copper. 
The mine figures for 1313 were ^>,406£5S in gold and 


1,378,399 ounces in silver; the estimates for 1914 indicate an output 
of $21438,500 in gold and 1,987,700 ounces in silver, an increase of 
$731,500 in gold and 609,300 ounces in silver. 


An interesting fact in connection with the statement that Cali-- 


foraia is still the premier gold producing state of the union is that 
which informs us there are eight hundred producing mine^ in the, 
commonwealth of which approximately half are deep mines and 
half placers of various fri*"**. Another item worthy of note con- 
sists in the statement that the capacity of the muling plants in 
California is about 2,000,000 tons each year with an average value 
in gold and silver of $5.61 a ton and in all metals of $5.66. 
In 


addition to these about 500,000 tons of copper, lead and zinc ores 
are smelted. 
Amador county is the largest producer of gold ores, 


followed in order by Calaveras, Nevada and Tuolumne. 


It appears that in placer operations the dredger system is gain- 


ing and that about forty per cent of the gold values of the State are 
produced by this method, -while ninety-two per cent of the placer 
gold is recovered in this manner, disclosing the passing of the pan 
and the rocker to a great extent and their supplanting by improved' 
machinery. 
The principal gold dredging operations are at Oro- 


vflle, Folsom and Marysville, but machines are in operation also in [ 
Merced. Siskiyou, Stanislaus, Placer and Trinity counties. 
The 


hydraulic placers, formerly so important, now produce only about 
3.73 per cent of the total, the drift mines 2J.8 per cent and the sur- 
face or sluicing properties 2.53 per cent. 


During the past four or five months, due, as the department says, 


to the "hard times," there has been a distinct revival in interest in 
gold mining and to this is ascribed hi a great measure, the increase 
in- yield. 
Old workings considered as having been exploited to the 


limit forty, fifty and sixty years ago have been made to produce 
small quantities and hundreds of men have gone into abandoned 
diggings and have managed to make a living. 


The yield of copper appears to have fallen off only about 500,- 


000 pounds. 
The estimated yield for 1914 is 34,000,000 pounds. 


This hi the face of the fact that the Balaklala, Bully Hill and Moun- 
tain Copper Company smelters were closed, the first two during 
the year,, the last during September. 


Lead increased nearly 3,000,000 pounds, with a total of 6,484,000 


pounds, mainly from mines in Inyo county. 
Zinc also increased 


1,050,000 pounds, Inyo and Shasta countries contributing the great 
bulk of the output. 


Taking the report as an entirety it speaks well for the mining 


.industry in this State, is optimistic in tone and thoroughly in accord 
with assertions made by THE TRIBUNE many times in former 
years that the business of mining in California is by no means ex- 
hausted and that the future has as much promise as the achieve- 
•ments of the past.

ago today the Massachusetts Humane 
Society built Its first hut on Loveil's 
Island, near Boston, to succor the strand- 
ed mariners along the dangerous and 
desolate Cape Cod coast From that Ht- 
Ue dark red hut, the first house of mercy 
of the sea to be erected, arose a score of 
like huts along the coast that had been 
bleached with the bones of sailors for 
two centuries.
